It is stated 
that your missionary informs you that they understand that a 
mail route is to be established between the points named on 
the Kuskokwin river and they desire that, in the event of the 
establishment of such service, a pointnamed Quinhagak be im 
cluded. There is no proposition before the Department other 
than your letter and that of Mr. de Schweinitz, looking to 
the establishment of a route from Koserefsky to Bethel. Your 
attention is called to the fact that there is no post office 
at Bethel and if additional mail service is needed at that 
point, application should be made to the Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General for the establishment of a post office and 
the name of some person suggested who would be willing to act 
in the capacity of postmaster.

I had the pleasure of being a fellow passenger with your rep- 
resentative, Mr. Lopp on the "Thetis" to Pt. Barrow, the past summer 
and to him made application for the use of a certain number of female 
deer from the Pt. Barrow herd, the deer to be taken to my future head- 
quarters at Cambden Bay about three hundred miles eastward from Pt. 

B, close to the international boundary. I expect to have a large 
outfit at above point next summer, making it a base of "supply" - 

mene’ I expect to have prospecting in the interior. I will leave 

San Francisco early next Spring, with a vessel Joadéd for this pure 
pose. I will leave here the last of October for S. F., to make all 
arrangements etc. Having visited the country in the vicinity of Vande 
Camden Bay, I have no doubt that this will be the gate way to that 
immense: country lying east and south of the boundary line. 

It is a well known fact that this country is the home of the 
Cariboo, vast herds of these animgls coming to the Coast each Summer 
from the Mackenzie Delta =- Mr S. J. Marsh who crossed through that 
country two years ago stated, that he"saw large herds daily, and it 


would have been a simple matter to have captured a number of fawns? 


If possible to have my request granted, my idea would be to cross with 
the deer in that section, either by capturing fawns or allowing the 
gentle Herd to intermix with the native caribdoo, for a short time 
during the proper season. vr. Marsh claims that this would be possi- 
ble as those he saw were very tame and that such a plan could be easily 
carried out. You can realize what a splendid animal would result if 
this could be carried out. The proposition is a business one with me. 
I would hire native herders, and teach them how to care and break the 
animals when young, the process would be similar to preaking a colt, 
these animals would be used for sledge and packing purposes - as the 
use of dogs in that country of long journeys would be out of the 
question. I am certain, that in a few years this country will be well 
populated with miners and prospectors, then, the many advantages of 

the deer over the dogs will be perceptable to all, when that time 
comes. I would like to have an animal to supply the demand. 

I had several interviews with Mr. Lopp on this subject and he 
suggested I write you, I know he is not satisfied in the manner the 
deer have been handled in the North, not that he made any statement to 
that effect, but he saw what we all have seen by residing at Pt. B, 
for a short period. He did state though, that he would like to see 
the deer given to parties - who would use good common sense in theicare 
of:them, allowing a certain number to be loaned for a term of years 
with the agreement that the required number should be returned. 

Since my experience with the small band I used during the winter 
of 1902. I have become quité interested in the subject and would like 
to see the herds along the Coast increased and improved. You express= 


ed yourself regarding the cariboo question on our short trip on the

"Briar" to Port Clarence when I was on my journey to Pt. B, in 1902. 
If you can see your way clear to arrange matters so I could ob- 


tain one hundred or as many female deer as could be spared from Pt. B, 


I think I could carry out the proposition to a successful issue.

For nearly a week I should have written you about the separation 
of the merds, but the ice has not been strong enough for the herds 
to cross any rivers, yet, and we have thus not been able to finish 
our work. 

We sé@parated all the deer to be taken out of the Mission's and 
Mary's herd on October 25th and marked them for.Rettles. They num- 


, 


bered about 200 deer, The balance for that herd is to be taken from © 


Bahr's herd. Immediately upon finishing our work of October 25; we hag — 


calculated to bring in Mr. Bahr's herd, and also separate the #sethel 
herd and to take out the balance for Bettles, but the weather was not 
in our favor, and yet have we not been able to bring said herd across 
Egowik river so as to get to the corrals. 

Before we leave for the north I will give you the exact number 
of deer taken from the different herds, 

The preparatory work for both of these long trips has been very 
hard. So many new men coming into service, and no one having any- 
thing with which to venture out into the Alaskan storms and cold, . 
naturally does create a lot of work. Sleds and sled-covers, harness, 
halters, and clothing of all descriptions have been made and we are 
now in pretty good trim for travel any day when it gets cold enough. 

The new comers --- Sarai, Jgasen, and Raisanan-- have really 
surprised me with their skill in doing little of everything. They 
at once set to work and made all their sleeping bags from start to 
finish. They have also sewed trousers, socks, and other. skin cloth- 
ing as well as anybody would do. f 

As to herding, they have no experience, Everything in that line 
is yet new to them, but they are very intelligent and certainly do 
their very best. I have good hopes as yet of their success as herd- 
ers when they get a little more practice. } 

T dare not,howevermleave Unalakleet with the herd for Bettles 
without having some real experienced herder along, and for that reas- 


on I have decided to take Ole Bahr,with us on that long andpdifficult — 


trip. Nallogoroak having to go south, there remain Ogitkan and Tat- 
pan,who also are excellent herders, but the trouble is that I can not 
understand them nor they me without an interpreter. I think now that 
Ogitkan had better go along to Kuskokwim with Johnson and Nallogoroak 
and two of the young boys. Mi : 

Tatpan will be placed in charge of the Mission herd until our 
return, and Klemetsen Sr., take Bahr's place during our absence. 


The two Eskimo boys from Bettles are very well thought of by the ; 


herders. They would surely be good herders if they would remain with 
it, but I have learned that as soon as the herd is safe at Bettles 
they will again resume their former work as miners, These boys do 
not know the way either south of Silawik, so I must have some one 

else from here to guide us through the southern half of our journey. 
These conditions tend to make our number of men entirely too 
large, and still we will be only one or two experienced herders, 
—Now in regard to the contents of your letter of September 23d,

which I received\by the last mail, I know hardly what to‘answer, 
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Your plans are very clearly expressed and if only Mr. Lopp had been | 
-heard of by this time we might soon have come to an understanding with at 
each other as to how to do, but yet nothing is heard from him at all. 
In my mind it seems hardly fair to delay the respective herds on | 
their long marches, a single week after the weather has become such 
that it be possible to travel. I do not understand how the Teller | 
herd can possibly come here yet for four or five weeks---may be after 
even a longer period of time---and by that time we need to be three 
or four weeks on our journeys in order to do what man can do to bring 
them to a successful finish. Our guides from Bettles claim that the 
snowfall on the Selawik and Kowak rivers is something extraordinary 
and to get through there with the herd we need to be there before,or 
latest, the middle of December. If we should wait until the snow is 
crusted then the females would be too heavy for traveling. 
The same conditions have been proven true on the way to Kusko- 
kwim, so unless Lopp could be-here very soon I would not dare to 
delay the herds in -their onward movement, for fear that they might 
not reach their destination. In certain years it might be possible 
to cross from the Yuko to Kuskokwim after Christmas, but it is al- 
ways connected with mor®or less risk, because ice has a tendency to 
form on top of the snow, after the so-called “January thaw”. 
I wiil be happy to comply with your directions concerning the tele- 
graphic messages stated in yours of September 24th. The operators 
have ,jhowever,always been much afraid of accepting any such messages 
here unlessthey have heard and seen the money rattle on their table 
first. ‘ 
By the last mail I forwarded you a ‘letter in which I stated 
the conditions under which we stay in Alaska and that we might have 
to leave this field of work by next summer, By the same mail was 
also sent the Finns! bills and receipts for money they had expended 
ln coming here. In filling out the vouchers I made a mistake and 
wrote Ishpinning.

This very hour I returned from the Bahr's herd, % mikes the 
other side of Egowik, where we have been counting the balance for 
Bettles herd and all of the Kuskokwim herd, We had to go so far 
and to fix up the old corrals of 1900, because as yet the Egowik 
river was not frozen sufficiently to carry the whole herd of over 
900 deer. 

The last few days work has been very hard for herders and all 
who had anything to do with the reindeer at Unalakleet, but now it 
is all brought to a successful finish. The Bettles herd we have 
about 18 miles up the coast towards Shaktolik, on the way to Kayukok, 
where it will stay over tomorrow. The Kuskokwim herd we have brought 
to Port Gardener this evening nd tomorrow it will cross Unalakleet 
river and go some six or eight miles south,where it will stay a day 
and then march onward towards its destination. : j 

It was at first my intention to leave for Bettles tomorrow morn- q 
ing, November 9th, but I deem it better to see that the Kuskokwim 
herd is perfectly safe across the river first. Then I will heave 
home on Thursday morning, November 1lOth, to join the herd and herders ~ 
the same day for immediate departure for the Arctic regions. Undoubt- 
edly the nights will be long and the days correspondingly short, and 
many will be the difficulties we will meet, but trusting in the Lord, 
we will go happily onward. Bahr, Johnson, "and Peiin “Our conversation 
this morning wished that the pleasure be given Dr, Jackson to join 
our party for a lively reindeer ride towards the north. Surely it 
would be enjoyable. We have enjoyed the most beautiful weather the 
last week, It is quite cold and perfectly calm and bright. 0, if 
this weather would continue for about two months! ; 

In completing the two herds we had to borrow as follows: 

Unalakleet Mission 35; Episcopal Mission, 45; Bahr, 25; Mary 25; 
Tatpan, 10; and Okitkon, pe Halter Se LA BES oN females borrowed to be paid 
back from the Teller herd when it arrives. 

In corraling the Bahr's herd we were unable to get all the deer 
into the corrals. The counting could not be postponed, so we con- 
cluded to go on and bring the remainder in later, The work went on > 
all right until 68 deer more were wanting. By that time the deer . 
having heen in the corrals for two days and ane fight, so they were a] 

| hungry and it would have been impossible to keep them in another a 
night. So for that reason, the only thing to do was to go on and 
fill that number of the deer in already, These have to be taken late 
from the Government and Moses' deer which were at the time enjoying 
their liberty on the hills. This number of 68 is only an exchange 
for convenience sake and not a loan, 

All the herders have done their very best to help that the work 
would be fintehedeuecesstully. 

The men for the Kuskokwim expedition are: J, M. Johnson, Nallo- 
goroak, Okitkan, Angotook, and Sagoonuk. 

For the trip to Bettles we count Chas. Ralsanan , Mauretius roe 
Adolph Sarai, the two guides from Bett Lesh ora. and T READY: “< ede 
Bahr, Kak ack, and myself, | ae4 sea tes 
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~ I know from last year what Nallogoroak is allowed for the’ trip on 
he makes, but it remains for me to be informed how much I may allow 
the ether herders that go along on the respective trips. They have 
all been very kind in letting me have all their very best of sled- 
deer. Of course it was necessary, but all were willing and happy to © 
comply with my wishes; and really I think they should have some remu- — 
neration for even this, their willingness in letting out their best 
deer, So much more so as if at home they might probably have an ope — 
portunity,like that of last winter, to do some freighting with their — 
deer. 

Yet we have not heard anything from Mr. Lopp. 

Because of being actually overcrowded with_work these last hours 
before leaving, I. have to limit myself to the utmost. 

All are well at the station. I have also arranged for the 
receiving of the Teller herd when it comes, and have men for taking 
care of it until my return.

Hardly had I closed a letter to you this evening when the Nome 
mail was brought in, and with it a letter from you dated October 4th, 
1904. aay 

The contents of the same surprises me greatly. That I have not 
before this time been notified of such important facts seems rather 
strange. : et 

Never have I seen a travelling expense oath blank before the 
. but not even these did I know that such 
were required from me. 

Before whom shall I take such an oath? .I cannot go to either 
St .« Michael nor to Nome, and appear before any person qualified to 

administer such am oath,for two reasons, First, it requires the time 
I cannot spare; secondly, who would pay those additional expenses? 

It is now much over a year since I began to pay out money from 
my own pocket for the Lapps necessary provisions as well as my own 
travelling expenses, and as yet I have not seen one cent in return, 
and probably will not, according to-the letter of October 4th. 

specially as I have not been instructed in regard to all red © 
tape performance, I deem such treatment highly unjust. If my bills 
of last year be so returned to me without payment I know of no other 
remedy than that which was applied to the telegraph receipts. 

I have not yet received the last portion of my salary for last 
year either. 

The school teachers of last year have not yet received one cent 
for their labor of last year. Naturally they come to me and ask what 
the reason might be, etc. What explanation can I give but that it 
is not my fault. 

The new teacher of the year will not continue the teaching at 
all if not assured the salary due her be paid without such enormous 
delay. ' : | ; ;

From my long acquaintance with Mr.McDowell, 
and the high estemm in which he has always been held in this community, 
and by all who know him everywhere, I feel confident that he would com- 
mend himself, for ability and efficiency and faithful service, to Mr .Roose- 
velt, and to all who have the highest welfare of Alaska at heart. 

IT shall be glad to hear from you on the subject at your convenience. 
My health i8 much improved after my two years absolute rest from pulpit 
and pastoral work, but my heart is yet weak, and my physician refuses to 
allow me to think of preaching for some time yet. Last winter I copied 
in typewriter book form all of Josiah Welch's letters to me,- leaving ovt 
all personal and private matters, but retaining all pertaining to his 
work in Salt Lake City and Utah from September 29th,1871 when he arrived 


on the ground, up to March 18,1877, the day of his death, and had it 


bound in a neat volume , which everybody says is remarkably interesting 
reading. Last spring I sent it out to Dr.Paden, telling him to keep it 
till he had his new church dedicated,- but from what I learn they have 
been very much delayed in finishing the church.

Your recent favor in relation to the establishing of a store 


at Gambell, St. Lawrence Island, has our attention. We note your de- 


Sire that the Government may purchase school and reindeer supplies from 
such store, that the natives may trade there rather than with the whalers, 
and that the placing of a good man in charge may be an additional safe- 
guard for Dr. and Mrs. Campbell. ‘ 

You may possibly remember that in 1893, the late Mr. Samuel 
Foster sent Capt. Thomas P.Warren and two other men to establish a 
trading station at Little Diomede Island. That was found impracticable, 
but a trading station was built at St. Lawrence Island, and after one 
year's use was discontinued, the building being sold to other parties. 
In 1901 he made a similar venture at Nome, the store keeper failing to 
make remittances, and sinking the proceeds in a personal mining ven= 
ture. In 1902-03 he stocked the store of Okbaok at Cape Prince of Wales, 
payment for which(passing through Mr. Lee's hands) never reached us, 

The failure of these enterprises does not imply that a store 
at Gambell would be unsuccessful, but makes us question whether dependence 


can be placed upon a store-keeper to handle matters with discretion and 


| i 
make faithful returns. 
We have no suitable person in mind at present, unless 
Sigfrid Sotka, now in the employ of the Bureau, be selected for the 
purpose. If he be competent and trustworthy, it would be a comparative- 
ly simple matter to send up supplies and trade goods each year per schoon= 
er Laura Madsen, and to have the vessel bring down such vouchers and barter 
goods as might accumulete during the year. We do not know whether he is 
~~ aualified to keep accounts, and have no way of communicating with him in | 
time to perfect arrangements for next season. Such matters as salary or 
division of profits, suitable building, Bich amet Ton against fire and raids 
of Siberian natives, etc., suggest themselves to us at this time, and we 
shoujd be glad to have your views.
